THE GREEDY PAPER-MAKERS. 


A Letter From an Ohio Editor to Gen. 
Garfielad—The'Plans of the Paper Com- 
bination. 

WASHINGTON, March 25.—Gen. Garfield, 
who 1s a member of the Ways and Means Com- 
} mittee, has received a letter from Edwin 
Cowles, Esq., editor of the Cleveland Leader. 
It is well. understood that Mr. Cowles ex- 
presses the views of a vast majority of the 
publishers of Ohio and the neighboring States, 
and that his statements are not in the least 
exaggerated. Following 1s the ietter in full: 

CLEVELAND. March 19.—My DEAR GEN- 
ERAL:—The paper combination have raised 
the price of paper again—this time 12 per 
cent. A member of the ringhas given out 
that after Congress adjourns they will raise 
the price still higher—33 per cent—making 
the price 12 cents, an advance of 120 per cent 
over what we are now paying under a contract 
which expires May 1. Our contract is 51-2 
cents a pound. There was a scramble among 
paper-makers to get the contraci at that price 
| atthe time it was made, last April, which 
shows that there must be aprofitin it. At 
present price it willcost us for paper the 
twelve months after May 1 $21,000 to $27,000 
more than it has beretofore. If they 
yaise the price to 12 cents, = as 
they almost certainly will if the duties on 


chemicals and pulp are not repealed, it will 
cost us $39,000 a year more. The increase 
in cost, of course, will be the same in propor- 
tiou With ail other newspapers, and many will 
be driven tothe wall. I have given these 
figures merely to show the enormity of the in- 
creare, and also to show how it is out of all 
proportion. During the war the combination 
laised the price to twenty-seven ccnts per 
pound, an increase of 300 per cent, when gold 
averaged aboutll0. ‘This will show the grasp- 
ing character of the comvination. The cost of 
manufacturing paper is at least fifty per cent 
Jess as compared With what it cost before the 
war, When it was made out of pure cotton 
regs. This decrease in cost is owing to 
the use of straw, wood, and viher mate- 
rials Which were not then in use, and also 
owing to improvement in muchinery. If 
you Cannot vove to reduce the duty oa paper, 
you certainly can to admit chemicals and 
wood-pulp free. This wi:l enc »urage the 
building of new paper mills, resulting in 
breaking the combination. Itis not contem- 
plated by the spirit which favors protec.ion 
10 protect combinations ard monopolies. It 
has been alwuvs.understood by the advocates 
of protection that internal .competition will 
regulate prices and prevent undue exorbi- 
taney. Chemicals and palp can ve admitted 
free,on the same principie thad raw mnavertals 
are admutied. I think you ¢an consistently 
vote fur such a measure. You will be doing 
1 inthe interest of iree internal competition. 
Pieuse read this before the Ways and Meaus

THE SCAFFOLD BEADY. 


The Gallows on Which Three Murdcr- 
ers aro to be Haaged. ; 

The triple hanging of H. J. R-deme er, Ed- 
ward Nugent and Mat. Lewis will 
occur on the morning of the 
22d of next April, uniess a delay 
of execution is granted in one of the sentences. 
The scaffold on which they will be executea 
is in excellent condition and as good as when. 
first erected. | 3 

The scaffold was erected on the southwest 
corner of the jail yard, immediately east of 
the Morgue and in close proximity 
to the brick wall on Spruce street. It 
is about 12x14 feet, and the- 
floor is elevated nine feet from 
the ground. The trap-door was originally six 
by four feet, but was enlarged at the time of 
the triple execution to nine by four 
feet, and such are the  »present 
dimensions. The beamto which the ropes 
are attached is twelve feet from the 
platform or twenty-one feet from 
the ground. Three rings are already 
fastened and in proper position forthe exe- 
cution that is set for the 23d of 
April. A sianting roof protec:s 
the structure. Immediately to the west of 
the trap is the place set apartfor the press. 
Two stairways lead to the piatform. 

The first hanging here was that of Pat- 
rick O’Shea. He wus executed for the mur- 
der of his wife. The murder took place at the 
family home on the corner of Tweuty-second 
and Franklinavente. The crime was com- 
mitted some time before bis final coaviction . 
and sentence. Hisexecution oceurred on the 
morniog of the 9th of April, 1875. 

Thentext criminal who stretched rope on 
the scaffold wus Henry Brown. He 
was a begro and wus convicted 
for the murder of an oid man named Josepu 
Pfarr. His hanging wus held oa the 22d of 
October, 1875.

Mrs. Daily’s Diamonds,

bed, had been stolen. The following articles 
were missing: A pair of ear-rings each con- 
taining five diamonds; a ring containing 
twenty-four diamonds set ina cluster, four 
one way and six the other; a cluster ring con- 
taining eight diamonds; an oblong cluster 
ring containing seven diamonds; a solitaire 
diamond ring with a two-karat stone; a xoli- 
taire ring; asmallemerald ring anda green 
onyx ring. set with fifteen small pearis. Tne 
jewelry is valued at $5,000. The large soli- 
taire ring was Mrs. Dailv’s ea- 
agement ring. So far as is 
nown no one in the house knew where tie 
diamords were hidden except the colored sec 
vant, Emeline Smith, who discovered them a 
few days before while making up the bed. 
Mrs. Daily was in the room at the time anil 
saw the gir) look at the jewelry with great in- 
terest. The robbery was reported at the 
Fifty-first Street Police Station, aad Captain 
Mount and his detectives examined the house 
and found that the thieves had not eatered by 
the windows, scuttles or coal holes.

As she has always professed to be absolutelv 
penniless, thep ask, where does she get her 
money to continue this fight? If Mr. Hill can 
cet tothe bottom ofthis business he claims 
that he wil! be ahle to show up one ofthe 
greatest of blackinmailing projects ever evolved 
to - ruin a mall. Hle swears that 
when he does get any evidence 
upon which to base an action, he will at once 
proceed to business inthe courts. In Mr. 
Hill’s application for relief at the hands of 
the Police Court, he has filed an aflidavit re- 
citing the persecutions of the Raymond wom- 
un, and at the sametime denyiug that he even 
knew her, or that he has ever had anything to 
do with her.

The first regular installment of the cargo for 
the Constellation was received yesterday 
afternoon. At half-past 12 o’clock 1,691 bar- 
rels (1,031 of potatoes and 66) of meal) -were 
towed alongside the vessel in the large lighter 
{urnished by tne Greenpoint Lighterage Com- 
pany, and Mr. Roberts, the **poss’”’ stevedore, 
witb acorps of picked men, took charge of 
the stowing. Just aboutthis time a pictur- 
esque procession of sailors,each bearing a large 
white roll on hisshoulder, poured out of the 
receiving sbip Colorado. It was the crew of 
the Constellation leaving their old quarters 
and taking their hammocks over tothe new 
ship. Their effects were briefly condensed 
in abundred or more black bags. . These bags 
contained the entire personal property of the 
hardy mariners,except their India rubber 
boots. The largest contained about a bushel 
and a half of pea-jackets., pantaloons, dirks, 
tobacco, photograpks, pipes, love letters, 
flannel gbirts, jeweliy and a miscellaneous 
assortment of medicines, judiciously select- 
edto cure such intricate diseases as can- 
not be mastered by the ship’s physician. 

After the hammocks had been stowed away 
and the black b«gs properly distributed all 
habpds “fell to.2? The old ship was suddenly 
swarmed with the subordinate representa- 
tives of the American navy, and a general as- 
sault was made on the various articles that 
were out of place and lying around loose. The 
cooks began preparing in a big hotel range 
many gallonsof consonime for the six o’clock 
dinner. Long cable ropes as thick as an ele- 
phant’s leg disappeared through tue decks in 
a twinkle, while a squad of marines in white 
canvas oversuits formed in line from the 
hatchway to the barge, aud barrels of provi- 
sions began to roll up the gang-planks ata 
lively rate. The stevedores complimented 
the marines, and the naval officers compli- 
mented the stevedores. The substance of the 
latter’s utternnees was that, while the scamen 
were expert inskipping around on the yards 


at mianight in a storm, or slinging 
cannon ovails to each other during a 


battle, they hed not yet ‘learned tae art 
of making four barrels cf potatoes go into oue 
cubic foot of space with thatdegree of aceu- 
racy for which the Old Masters of Peck slip 
are noted. **It makes our task much easier,’’ 
said the oflicers, *‘to have professional steve- 
(lores direct the placing of the cargo.’’ While 
the barreJs were going down into the holda 
‘special artist’? from one of the city illustra- 
ted papers drew a first-page sketch of the 
scene, tothe great delight of the younger 
sailors from the school ships. 

The ‘‘bosuns’? piped shriily and shouted 
hoarsely. while the March wind waistiled 
through the rigging as if impatient to waft the 
relief ship over ta the starving people in Ire- 
land. Outside onthe stone dock a marine 
policeman walks up aud down the granite 
blecks with an air so portentous and dignified 
as to suggest Napoleon on the eve of his coro- 
nation.

A Collegiate’s Invention. 
LFrom the New York Mail.] 

The new machine for bolting flotr, invented 
by a Yale student whose poor eyes obliged him 
10 give up study, and patented bv himself and 
a friend, was exhibited at New Haven a short 
lime ago, and is thus described: In the bolt- 
ing machines xow in use the bran is separated 
from the flour by a powerful air blast, which 
blows off the lighter bran. Considerable 
steam power is needed, the work must be done 
in an enclosed chamber on account of the dust 
and there isagreat waste, because the air 
current carries off with the bran the finer 
particles of flour. Inthe new invention elec- 
tricity is designed to take the place of the 
air blast. Just over the wire bolt- 
ing cloth, Which has a rapid reciprocal mo- 
tion, are a number of hard rubber cvlinders, 
tlowly revolving. As they turn they rub 
against strips of sheepskin, which are made to 
press down upon them, thus generating the 
elictricity. Asthe middiings are sieved by 
the reciprocal motion the lighter bran comes 
to the top of the moving middlings and it is at- 
tracted to the rollers. To these it clings, as 
do pieces of papertoa stick of sealing wax 
when it has been smartly rubbed, until acer- 
tain quantity is thus attracted, when it drops 
into receiving troughs. whence by a simple 
mechanical arrangement the bran is brushed 
out ef the side of the purifier into receptacles, 
At the same time the bolted flour is pouring 
out of the otber side of fhe machine, while 
the “tailings’’ drop fout at the end opposite 
the hopper. 


Ice From the Adirondacks. 
[Troy (N. Y.) Dispatch to N. Y. Times. ] 

About 800,000 tons of ice have been harvest- 
ed on the lakes in the Adirondack region dur- 
ing the past fortnight. Nearly all will be 
shippedio New York. The supply will be 
fully equa] to that of ordinary years, but the 
cost is somewhat greater. ‘Theice ranges from 
fifteen to twenty inches in thickness. - Some 
of it bas been drawn a lovg distance in order 
toreach the railroad. At Scott’s Corners 
several hundred tons are housed daily. The 
pond isa little over a mile fromthe railroad. 
At Jessup’s Landing, within one mile of the 
road, a large quantity has been housed. Sev- 
eral firms ure taking ice from Lake Luzerne 
at Handley, and it is said that from 30,000 to 
40,000 tons will be gatbered there. Teams wiil 
make sixteen trips daily froin the lake to the 
cars. Persons are stocking ice at Big Bonanza 
Pond, in Stony Creek. At this point the ice 


‘can be loaded into cars by slides, without any 


expense cf hauling. In the pond at the Glen, 
about one mile from tbe railroad,ice is twenty 
inches thick. At Kiverside a large number 
of men began work to-day cutting ice which 
measures over fifteen inches in thickness. It 
is thought that 150,000 tons will be harvested 
at the places menticned.

A KNAVISH PREACHER. 


the Escapades of the. Rev. 
Charles R. Soucers. 


f¥rom the Cincinnati Gazette, 2ith. | 

The case of Charles Robert Souers, who was 
charged with threatening to kill a woman 
nemed Susnonah Schelling, came up before 
Justice Block yesterday. From the testimony 
it appears that the woman had been living 
with Souers as his wife for some time, but 
bad finally left him on accounf of his brutali- 
iv. Sbhetéok refuge with her brother, who 
threatened to make short work of Sowers if a 
convenient occasion offered. Souers, who 
seems to huve been really afraid that he would 
be punished, had Schelling arrested some 
Cays ago upon a warrant sworn out before 
Justice Harmever for threatening personal 
violence. When the case came up before 
that magistrate it was learned that Souers 
claimed to bea preacher, and that his past 
history was not creditable. ‘he 
Justice dismissed the prisoner, and informed 
the prosecuting witness that he ought to be 
horse-whipped. In revenge for this arrest 
Souers was brought before Justice Block. It 
was learned, also, that dyring his residence 
inthis city he had followed the trade ofa 
cigar-maker, but that previousiy he had 
preached to various Lutheran congregations 
in Indiana, New York and other States, and 
had, also, represented himself as a member of 
otber denominations. ‘Though rude in dress 
and careless in bis appearance, he was found 
tobe a man of considerable education, of 
quiet yet persuasive manners. In New York 
State he went bv the name of Smith. 
Aiter going to Indiana, in the year 15873, 
he was recommended to St. VPe- 
ter’s Lutheran Chureb, at North llo- 
gan, Ripley county, and was appointed. 
After he had been in the pastorate for about 
three months he scandalized his congregation 
by his proceedings. His frequent journeys to 
Cincinnati and other cities became the sub- 
ject of common talk. Occasionally, it 1s said, 
some of the female members of his congreza- 
tion accompanied him on his Visiis to tae city. 
The people seem to have taken these escapades 
good-naturedly, holding that if the minister 
orthe women got into mischief, it was no 
other person’s business. But there were 
some practices which they could not over- 
look. Souers,’early in the course of his pas- 
torate, began totorrow money from those of 
his congregation whom he could prevail upon.

At first he borrowed $$ and $10, but 
he lessened his demands as the 
people became more cautious. These 


debts finally amounted to about $200. In ad- 
dition to all this, he ran up accounts at all the 
stores and saloons in the village. His bills 
for liquor astonished the congregation,though 
they were by no means total abstainers. His 
congregation dwindled to avery small num- 
ber. One evening he called a business meet- 
ing of the church. Very few responded. 
Among the restwas one George Price, wno 
was elected chairman, and who placed his 
signature to a very brief memoranduin of 
what had been done. Souers erased the 
memorandum and wrote over Price’s name a 
promissory note for $200,which,it is claimed, 
he sold in Versailles. 

Anoiber instance of his trickery was a suit 
which he brought ogainst 2» man of some 
wealthin the neighborhood to recover some 
money alleged to be due himself. His testi- 
mony was so clearly false that the suit was 
dismissed. Fearicg the consequences, he left 
Versailles, where the trial took place, in 
haste, neglecting even to pay his bill at the 
Steinmetz Hotel. <All these matters were 
brought up in the testimony vesterday. it 

vas showu In adcition that he had treated his 
mistress, Miss Schelling, in a brutal manner, 
so that, though she was willing to endure the 
disgrace ifhe had been kind to her, yet she 
wes forced to seek her prother’s protection. 
He had apparentiy fallen so low, however, 
that the magistrate contented bimself simply 
with requiring the man, within thrée days, to 
furnisha bond to keep the peace for a year, 
andto keep away fromthe woman. As the 
prisoner could not give the required bond, he 
would bave been obliged to go to jail, had it 
not been for the efforts of some men onthe 
street near Justice Block’s office. When Con- 
stable Fucbs started to the jail with his man 
they invited him into the nearest saloon fora 
glass of beer. One glass was but the begin- 
ning. While one party of the men took charge 
of tne constable, the rest gave the prisoner a 
chance toescape. The amusing thing about 
the escape was that it was only with the great- 
est difficulty that Souers could be persygaded 
to leave the custody of the constable.

burn down an opposition church or 
cut off the head of a Prime Min- 


ister! Gen. Grant says that his travels 
have made him a better American citizen, 
but we have never heard a word from him 
in opposition to the governmental systems 
of the Old World. He has never told any- 
body that he preferred the Republic to the 
iron-handed monarchies of Europe and Asia. 
Heis sometimes called a silent man, but 
his silence on this subject was purchased 
by imperial gifts and royal dinners. 


No wonder that a feeling of uneasiness 
pervades the country when Congress is in 
session. That body ought to bea wise, 
politic, sensible collection of human beings, 
but when we find the House Committee on 
Territories gravely preparing to reporta 
bill to set up a Territorial Government in 
the bleak and savage districtof Alaska we 
naturally incline to distrust the people’s 
representatives #hd to prepare ourselves 
for the most ridiculous freaks of legisla- 
tion. Alaska has a white population of 
about 250. Ina close and exciting canvass 
a vote of fifteen could probably pabpotie. 
The Indians untaxed are a poor, drunken, 
worthless class, and outside of the fisheries 
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there is nothing to invite or increase the 
White population. It would be impossible 
to enact a greater farce than that of giving 
these tifteen voters a Governor, a delegate 
in Congress and a lot of court machinery. 
Of course, the object of the bill is to create 
sinecures—to give fat places to a lot of po- 
litical loafers. The fact that gentlemen in 
Congress can be induced to seriously con- 
sider such a knavish scheme is really alarm- 


ing. 


GEN.SHERMAN has long been noted in 
Washington for his social qualities, his great 
gallantry and his admiration for the fair sex. 
Hie has recently been guilty of a marked dis- 
courtesy toa lady, as is shown by the vro- 
mulgation of some army sentences. Capt. 
Baldwin, of the Tenth Cavairy, had twice pre- 
ferred charges against another oflicer, and the 
department commander had decided that they 
were not worthy of trial.

Asthe department commander has 
twice decided that the charges of Capt. Bald- 
win are not worthy of trial by a general court 
martial, andas this discretion is rightly his 
prerogative, Capt. Baldwin should be warned 
to desistand to compel his wite to desist 
from writing to the wife of the Presi- 
dent such a letter asis herein referred to, and 
thatif he subject the United States to the ex- 
pense of a general court martial bis own trial 
will likely result.

BRUTALLY BEATEN. 
A Railroad Switchman in East St. Louis 
Pounded Almost to Death. 

The second case of violence since the be- 
cinning ofthe trouble in the railroad yards in 
East St. Louis occurred last night. Dan Foley, 
formerly one of the switchmen employed at 
the Wabash yards, was one ofthe first men 
to join the strikers. The consequence was that 
he was one Cf the first to find himselfina poor 
financial condition. His boarding boss became 
aware ofthe condition of Dan’s coffers, and 
concluded that he could rent the room Dan 


usually occupied to amore profitable guest, 
and accordingly when Foley returned to his 
lodgings shortiv before nine o’clock last 
night he found the doors locked. He soon 
surmised the cause and the state of things, 
and started out to find some place to sleep. 
Not having any money, he decided to apply to 
one of the mght watchmen in the railroad 
yards for permission to sleep in a switcn- 
house. Ihe watchman at the Chicago and 
Alton gave him a place in the switch-house, 
and about 10 o’clock he fell into a heavy sium- 
ber. He had rot been lying there iong when 
the door was opened by three young fellows, 
all considerably under the influence 
of liquor. They at once attacked 
him, kicking and beating him until 
he cried piteously for mercy. They ceased 
long enough for him to bey them to take him 
to some place where they might ideatiiy him. 
as he was one of themselves and not a black 
sheep or a man brought there by the company. 
He toldthem bis name and where he had 
worked, but muttering something about play- 
ing 4 game on them they set abouttheir brutal 
work again, and, notwitnstanding his appeals, 
they continued beating bim unmercifully. 
One of them produced some instrument which 
Foley could not weil see, being alreadv half 
unconscious, and with this they dealt him a 
terrible blow across the nead, which inflicted 
a frightful wound. After this Foley was un- 
conscious, and when he partly recovered his 
senses he found himself down an embank- 
ment several feet from the switch-house, 
whither he had been dragged by the three 
men. With great effort he arose and walked 
away, intending to seek protection at the Po- 
lice Station, but before he had proceeded any 
considerable distance he fainted away from 
loss of blood, which flowed down his face, 
saturating his clothing. When he again re- 
covered he started up and proceeded another 
short distance but soon fainted again. He was 
recovering a third time,and had started on his 
way, when he was met by a deputy marshall, 
who assisted him to the station, where medi- 
cal assistance Was procured and the wounds 
were dressed. This morning Foley had not 
thoroughly recovered,and answered questions 
inahalf dazed manner. He says he would 
not be able to identify the men as he was 
almost unconscious after the first blow. 
Foley will be sent to the county hospital at 
Belleville to recover. A close examination of 
the wound in the head has not yet been made, 
so thatit isnot known whether the skull is 
fractured or not.

Prospect of a Large Emigration of 
Southern Negroes.

Arrivals in St. Louis—The Plaintive Let- 
ter of a Disappointed Exoduster. 


With the advent of spring there threatens 
to be another general exodus of negroes from 
the South. Every day a score or more of the 
exodusters arrive on the boats frem Vicksburg 
and below, and the flight from the South 
promises to assume really formidable propor- 
tions. The fact that many of those who have 
traveled to Kansas—the Land of Promise flow- 
ing with milk and honey—have returned 
to their . Southern homes entirely 
disabused of their illusions,{does not seem to 
have much effect. The cry is ‘still they 
come,” and it §s more likely that the stream of 
wandering darkeys will continue to flow for 
sometime. A well known firm in this city 
which has aided several negroes to return to 


their homesinthe South after experiencing 
the inhospitality of Kansas receivea the fol- 
lowing Jetter from a colored exoduster relat- 
ing to his treatment on his arrival home: 

LAKE PROVIDENCE. LA., East Carroll Par- 
isb.—_ DEAR Sirs: Itis with pleasure [in- 
form you that by yourkind aidthrough Mr. 
F. H. Coleman and my father I am once more 
locating in my native country, Louisiana. 
Concerning Kansas, on my arrival at Topeka 
I was received by one said Mr. Garrett, who 
gave us some provisions once, I think twice, 
but not one single piace to stay. I, of course 
had no money, and = it pegged 
leave of the watchman of the Inter-Ocean 
mills to stay 1n their corn crib till I could earn 
money torent. I paid rent three times. I 
was unable torent longer, then I had to get 
aid. I didthe best Ieould. Often I went to 
the society, but gotno aid until my family 
was confined. I got little more aid after that. 
I could not get work to save my soul. I was 
obliged 

; TO SUFFER FOR WANT 
of provisions, shelter and fuel to burn. It was 
a matter of impossibility for toget work—why 
is, because, as far as I could understand, they 
did not want me there. 

The Governor and the city 
Mayor refused to help me. So far as the land 
question, it was where nobody lived, nothing 
to burn, nothing to eat, nowhere tostayif I 
went on it, sol would not go out there. This 
isatrue statement. You are at privilege to 
make a copy of this. 

:Bulldozing question. I hereby inform you 
that the white people of this parish are good 
and generous. They are in favor of the 
poor sufferers in Kansas _ return- 
ing to their comfortable homes to think 
of harming them. They ure willing 
to help them all they can instead of oppress- 
ing them. It has learned many of them a les- 
sop. It broke up a many good living, honest 
man to goto Kausas to suffer; ves, and muy 
died on that occasion. My advice to my col- 
ored population is to leave that country and 
come back to their native land, so they can 
make morey and see pieasure. Yes, we go 
to bed and feel no fear of any one calling us 
outat night, carrying us away to shoot us 
down like dogs. It is time to lay aside 
foolishness and quit listening at every lie you 
hear. But come and see for vourselves. 

Why thev leave South it was becaus2? we 
saw inthe papers you would give us a mule 
and forty acres of good land, and supply us 
one year suchas was necessary on woing 
there. Wesaw itwas allalie. Again we 
saw it was all for political purpose. After you 
rot our voie you cared but 
little for us. Our votes is 
all you care for. Itis not us you want it is 
our vote. ButI am no politician, thank the 
blessed Lord. Truly,

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The Jury Finds a Verdict for De- 
fendants.

Scenes and Incidents at the Close of the 
Trial, 


The case of Jerome B.° Legg, architect, 
against A. C. Dunleavy, George I. Barnett, 
Jobn Rude and Isaac Taylor came _ to 
an end inCircuit Court-room No. 2 at 
1 o’clock this afternoon, the jury finding a 
verdict for defendants. Judging by the num- 
ber of witnesses summoned by the plaintiff, it 
was supposed that the trial would last much 
longer than it did, but most of these witnesses 
were ruled out when they came to testify, and
